THIS WICKED WORLD. 


A Few Samples of Man’s Duplicity and 
Woman's Worse than 
Weakness. 
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THE WOMAN OF FORT LEF, N. J. 


The identity of the woman found dead at Fort Lee 
has at length been established.. She was Catharine J. 
Fischer, a former resident of Williamsburg, where she 
was born and married. Her husband was Dietrich H. 
Fischer, from whom she obtained a divorce eighteen 
months ago for abandonment. 

The identification of Mrs. Fischer was made by 
Lawyer Joseph W. Ridgway, of No. 357 Fultun street, 
Brooklyn, the father of District-Attorney James W. 
Ridgway. He had read about the finding of the 
body at Fort Lee. out gave it only passing 
notice until be chanced to meet a friend on 
Fulton street who spoke of the resemblance 
between the dead woman and his late client, Mrs. 
Fischer. They then talked the matter over, and Mr. 
Ridgway decided to go to Fort Lee and make certain 
that it was ber. He states that he identified it at a 
glance as that of bis former client. 

Mrs. Fischer was of Irish parentage and born in 
New York city about thirty years ago, She has ‘two 
sisters, one of whom resides in Massachusetts and the 
other in the metropolis. 

A litule over four years ago the woman was married 
to the man who subsequently abandoned her, and for 
a brief period the couple were happy in ibeir new 
relations. ‘The husband was theson of Otto J Fiscber, 
a wealthy wholesa’e grocer, now deceased. He was 
the only child, and inclined to be fast. His father 
left property to the value of $100,000, but fearing 
that the son might squander it be left all but $25,000 
ip trust for him. This latter sum was willed to a 
woman nawed Mrs. Lempke, who had been house- 
keeper and a valued friend of the dead grocer. A 
lengthy lawsuit resulted from this peculiar will, the 
son claiming that Mrs. Lempke had used undue in- 
fluence over his father. He was beaten in the courts. 
Dietrich received 3600 a month as his income from the 
property. 

Mrs. Fischer had nochildren. At the time of her 
marriage she was an earnest opponent of intoxicating 
drinks, and it is said on her wedding day refused to 
drink even a glass of wine. 

Her husband, however, was quite the opposite. He 
insisted upon having liquor on the table at all times, 
and kept a good supply in the house for the benefit ot 
bimself and his companions. 

The wite finally proke down in ber opposition to 
drinking, and soon acquired a taste for liquor herself. 
From that time her downfall began. This appears to 
have aroused her husband, and they began to quarrel 
about her actions It is said that after one of these 
quarrels she chorged him with having persuaded and 
taught her to touch the cup which had brought shame 
and disgrace upon her. 

They continued to live together unhappily until two 
years ago, When he went away, leaving her in posses- 
sion of the house. When he had remained away a 
considerable time she applied to Lawyer Ridgway, 
who brought a suit for abandonment and received 
judgment. The pusband did not appear, but she was 
awarded §60 a month alimony and the sum was paid 
her regularly. 

With her moncy Mrs. Fischer hired a handsome 
suite of rooms in New York city and lived there 
alone. She was trequently under the influence of 
liquor. but Lawyer Ridgway denies that she was an 
habitual drunkard. He said it was with ber as with 
a great muny others, she would have times when she 
would not touch any hquor and then would go on 
sprees. When sober she was refined and ladylike, but 
one or two glasses were enough to render her careless 
of herself. 

Tbe circumstances under which she went to Fort 
Lee are not known. The lawyer will not disélose the 
name of the dead woman’s parents, and he also states 
that he bas not been abie to communicate with her 
husband, who lett on a yachting excursion some time 
ago. 

The moon's rays penetrated between the bars of the 
Hackensack Jail when our reporter called tbere to see 
th2 tbree young men who are accused of murdering 
Mrs. Fiscber. 

AS the bolts of the big door fell back Schick, the 
youngest, looked up wiidly, as if fearing he would see 
some horrible apparition, He said “Good evening”’ 
in avoice that was searcely audible, and then uttered 
a slight cough, asif be had said too much. 

He bad nothing to say, and would not reply to any 
juguiries that were put to him. The other two were 
confined in cells separated far enough to prevent 
them couversing with each other. ‘They likewise re- 
fused to talk on the subject, but Patzer, who appeared 
tmuost ready to ery, said: 

“*T bave said all I intend to at the coroner’s inquest. 
J] was ied luto this scrape.” 

A WIFE’S DOWNFALL. 


The latest sensation in Montreal, which somewhat 
relieves the monotuny of simall-pox news, is the dis- 





covery ofa poisoning case, which, for atrocity of de- 
sign, has seldom been equalled. ‘Two or three years 
ago there was employed in the Montreal Telegraph 
Company’s office there a pretty girl operator of the 
name of Darrach. Her father was formerly a minis- 
ter and lived on Platt street ina fashionable quarter 
of the city. Several of her brothers are telegraph op- 
erators, and the family is of the highest respectabili- 
ty. While acting as telegraph operator she became 
acquainted with young Arthur Wand, a member of a 
sterling family which is highly connected in New 
York. The young man’s fatber isa prominent con- 
tractor and does a large businessin Montreal. Young 
Wand’s acquaintance soon ripened into love, and after 
a short courtship the happy pair were married. They 
took up their residence ina handsome dwelling on 
City Councillor street and received a great deal of 
company. The match was to all appearances a re- 
markabhly good one, and botb parties apparently loved 
each other most tenderly, 

Everything went happily until two months ago, 
when Mrs. Wand fell into company that has resulted 
in her ruin and made her attempt aterrible crime. 
In July last Mrs. Wand became acquainted with a 
woman named Beaudry, the wife of a celebrated 
character, F. X. Beaudry, or, as he was known there, 
Beaudry Chien, or the Dog, who recently died, leaving 
millions bebind. His widow was not the best com- 
panion for a young married woman, but, strange to 
say, an intimate friendship sprang up oetween the 
two, and they were frequently 1n company. Mme. 
Beaudry decided to spend tbe summer montbs at Ca- 
couna, a fashionable resort on the St. Lawrence, and 
invited Mrs. Wand to accompany her. The young 
wife consented, and they left the city together, Mrs, 
Wand telling ber husband that she was only going 
away for a tew days to visit some ffiends. 

They spenta few weeks at Cacouna, and then Mrs. 
Beaudry, who in the meantime had been training her 
youthful protege, invited her to go to Murray Bay, an- 
other popular resort. Mrs. Wand, who was now on 
the stream, was only too ready to go, and they took 
the boat for Murray Bay. Among the passengers on 
the boat were two swell young men, one the son of a 
prominent citizen, and the other the son of a well-to- 
ao contractor. The two ladies were making them- 
selves guite lively on the downward trip, and were 
soon thrown into coutact with these two young men. 
Young Mooney, the eldest, took charge of the rich 
widow, while Mrs. Wand was left to the care of,Mr. 
Robert Smith. Familiarity ripened into closer rela- 
tions, and the two couples lived on the most intimate 
terms. Several weeks were thus spent at the seaside, 
and to all inquiries from her anxious husband Mrs. 
Wand answered that she was sick, but that she would 
return without delay. She did return two weeks ago, 
and probably her misdeeds would have remained un- 
noticed for some time had it not been for a discovery 
made by young Smith's father. 

Mr. Smith, thinking that his son was suffering from 
an illness, and that be wished to conceal it, broke 
open the young man’s trunk, Instead of finding 
medicine, as he had expected, be made a much more 
serious discovery. This was in the shape of abig 
bundle ot letters from Mrs. Wand to young Smith, in 
which she dwelt fondly on their past intercourse, and 
expressed undying attachment for him. One of the 
letters contained the startling announcement that she 
intended to get rid of her husband by slow poisoning, 
and that be would be out of her way by December. 
Mr. Smith was thunderstruck that his son should be 
concerned in such a dastardly plot, and, after some 
consultation, took the letters and laid the whole mat- 
ter before Mrs. Wand’s brother. 

The unfortunate husband was at once informed of 
the plot against his life,and was almost crazed. He 
went to his wife and charged her with infidelity. She 
denied, but when confronted with the letters confessed 
all and asked forgiveness. Mr. Wand was wild witb 
griet and suspense. The discovery brought to his 
recollection several startling facts. His wife had al- 
ways pretended to be most affectionate, and had not 
given him the least cause to suspect her. Several 
times, however, he had noticed pieces of ground glass 
in his food, which at the time he supposed resulted 
trom accident. He had begun to feel unwell recently, 
and seemed to be going into consumption. He con- 
sulted a leading physician, but the doctor could find 
nothing wrong with him,and pronounced his case 
amystery. There is now no doubt that the wife had 
begun her terrible work, and that her husband’s life 
was only eaved by the discovery by the father of her 
paramour 

In the afternoon, immediately after charging his wife 
with the crime, Mr. Wand weut down to a friend’s 
house and in passionate tones said he wisbed to die, 
and that he would end his life. He was finally calmed 
and in the evening went home. When he arrived 
there he found the house deserted, his wife having in 
the meantime taken flight. Efforts were made to find 
her, but it was ascertained that she had leit the city 
tor New York tbat evening. Mr. Wand is now re- 
covering under careful treatment, though greatly 
prostrated by the terrible blow to his happiness. 

The erring wife, who is about twenty-four years ,of 
age, is very petite and remarkably pretty. She has 
dark complexion and piercing black eyes. Young 
Smith, who has placed himself in such an unpleasant 
light, is only nineteen years of age. He is employed 
by a leading wholesale drug firm in this city. The 
guilty wife. who is in great terror of prosecution for 
her heinous crime, at latest accounts was supposed to 
bave gone trom New York to Boston, where she is 
believed to have registered at a leading hotel under 
her former name of Darrach. Mr. Wand’s family, 
who have a number of wealthy relativesin New York, 
are in deep grief over the exposure of the abominable 
plot.

Reluctantly and impatiently she took the chil- 
dren again aud went to the hallway of No. 526 East 
Twelfth street, where Gussie Holtzmacher was talk- 
ing with Emma Koblbacher, of No. 615 East Fifteenth 
street. Here again the woman’s attempt was defeated, 
for as she put the little oues dowao and burried away 





as fast as her semi-intoxicated state would permit, 
Gussie called Policeman Butler, who took the woman 
and babies to the Seventeenth precinct station. 

The children were girls, about nine months old, 
neatly clad and bright looking. The woman described 
herself as Lizzie McGuirk, aged thirty-four years. She 
said that ber husband, a sailor, was at Porto Rico, and 
that the babies were her twin daughters, Annie and 
Mary. Lizzie denied that she bad tried to abandon 
them. She was locked up and they were sent to Police 
Headquarters. On the prisoner's person was a pass, 
dated the day before, permitting the bearer to absent 
herself from the Infants’ Hospital, Randall’s Tsland, 
for twenty-four hours.

Margaret Eberling’s peculiar death has excited the 
people of Bayonne City, N. J. She was an exception- 
ally beautiful girl, twenty-two years old, and nad only 
been in this country about a year. When she was in- 
duced to leave her nativé Jand it was with the expecta- 
tion of baving a happy and pleasant home with her 
Wncle William Farr, pzesident of the Bayonne Com- 
mun Council and a wealthy man.

The girl felt sad at 
this reception, but made no complaint and sought a 
pusition as servant in the family of Dr. Hugelsber. 
She remained there until abouta month ago, when 
she accepted at situation with Mrs. Meyer, the pro- 
prietor of a bakery. 

Soon after she commenced work there she met 
Charlies Jackle, a barber, whose place ot business was 
adjoining. The two became well acquainted and on 
several occasions took walks together. 

On Sept,’6 she was taken sick, but was not seriously 
aftected until the next Saturday. She was unable after 
that todo any housework. Dr. Sage was consulted, 
and he said she was-suffering trom malaria and a liver 
trouble. Next Wednesday morning the pale but beauti- 
tul girl arose and said to Mrs. Meyers that she would 
like to go out 1n the fresh air. That was the last time 
that lady saw her alive. 

Next Thursday morning she was found by August 
Gunder, a fourteen-year-old boy, lying on the shore 
twelve feet away from the edge of the water. She 
was dead. 

The lad ran to the beat patrolled by Policeman Rus- 
sell and told him of the discovery he had made. The 
officer hastened to the place and saw at once that the 
woman had been for several boursin the water. When 
found she was :lying on her face, which was partially 
buried in the sand. The white worsted shaw] that sbe 
had worn was over her head, and looked as if the..tide 
bad left it in that position. Some of her other gar- 
ments were much disarranged.. Her hat was gone and 
had probably been carried away with the tide. The 
body was taken to the house of Charles Farr, another 
uncle, and was viewed there by the County Physician. 
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‘WEDDING HER UNCLE’S MURDERER.

At the recent term of court for Chesterfield County, 
S.C., James Hunter, a fine-looking and well-to-do 
young white farmer, was tried this week and convicted 
of manslaughter tor the killing of George W. Evans, 
a neighbor, and sentenced to four years at hard labor 
in the peniteptiary.

The killlng was also wiinessed by Miss 
Dora Evans, a pretty girl of eighteen years, a niece of 
the murdered man, and the affianced bride ot his mur- 
derer. Not tor one instant during all his trouble did 
the love of Miss Dora for her promised husband 
waver. 

On the night of Sept. 16, some time after Sheriff 
King and his household had retired for the night, they 
were aroused by a loud knocking on the outer door 
of the jail. The Sheriff dressed, went out, and, to his 
astonishment, tound that his visitor was Miss Dora 
Evans, who bad fled from her home, 25 miles distant, 
and bad ridden unattended through a drenching rain 
tor the purpose, as she boldly announced, of marrying 
her lover before he went to the penitentiary. Sheriff 
King furnished Miss Evans with acomfortable room 
tor the night. Early the next morning a clergyman 
was sammoned, and in the jail hall, at 8 o'clock, tbe 
interesting ceremony was performed in the presence 
of about fifty spectators—court officers, lawyers and 
jurymen. A substantial breakfast followed, after 
which the newly-married couple exchanged aftec- 





parents, and the groom was handcuffed by the guard, 
taken on board thetrain, and started off on his journey 
to the penitentiary in this city.

In an inner room 
the coroner found a number of Chinese engaged in 
boiling down the remains ot other bodies, while sev- 
eral other Chinamen were engaged in scraping tbe 
boiled bones and packing them in boxes for shipment 
to China. It is estimated tbat the cellar contained 
portions of over 300 dead bodies, which have been 
taken secretly from various cemeteries throughout the 
State. Asan instance of Chinese ingenuity It is stated 
that thuse in charge of these operations, fearing that 
the stench from the boiling pots would beso great as 
to attract attention outside, had procured two skunks, 
so that the odor of the latter might overcome that of 
the former. The coroner took charge of the remains.

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SPOILING A BIG FIGHT. 


The Match Between Fulljames and Gilmore in 
Toronto.

While Canada’s great fair wasin full blast on the 
afternoon of Sept. 16, while the streets ot Toronto 
were thronged with people, and while the stores were 
crowded with customers, a little affair supposedly only 
known toa select party of sports was in progress in 
This little affaic culminated 
in the sensation of the town. It was nothing 
more or less than a prize fight between George Full- 
james and Harry Gilnore. 

It wasten minutes to three when Detectives Hod- 
gins, Cuddy, Reburn and Acting Detective Alfred 
Cuddy started from police headquarters in a hack for 
Slattery’s, a well known hotel at the corner of Dundas 
road and Bloor street. This hotel has been latterly 
known as Highbury barn, and was not long ago the 
scene ofacock fight. Arrived at the corners, the de- 
tectives separated in pairs, Hodgins and Jack Cuddy 
went strolling through the woods south by west in 
search ol fall tlowers; Reburn and Alf. Cuddy mean- 
dered in another direction to se» bow the crops looked. 
But al] the same both pairs were in search of a mill— 
not a saw or grist mill, but a fighting mill. The two 
Jacks—Hodgins and Cuddy—were the first to strike 
thescent. They spied a number of vehicles in the 
distance—hacks, buggies, wagons, etc.,the horses at- 
tached to the same being tied to trees, fences and 
stumps. Creeping cautiously up the officers came 
upon a unique spectacle. In front of ajarge house on 
the side line, tenanted, as was afterward learned, by 
one Simmons, and owned by Mr. Chawett, was pitcbed 
a.tent, or rather a hali-made tent, for the canopy was 
wanting, and there was a lack of sheeting on the 
house side of the temporary structure. Blankets and 
quilts were used for canvas. The idea was to screen 
the parties inside from the inquisitive gaze of passers 
by. Instead of paying their admissiow like gentle- 
men the officers pulled aside a blanket and stepped 
in. The sight that met their view and the stir which 
followed was a subject fit fora picture. In one corner 
ofa regularly pitched prize tighting ring sat George 
Fulljames, with Harry Gilmore as his vis-a-vis. Bath 
were stripped to the built, witha bandkerchief round 
their waists, light knee breeches, stockings and shoes, 
On their hands were kid gloves. They had just fin- 
ished the second round. George Cooper and Joe 
Popp were vigurously fanning Gilmore, while Willie 
Fulljames and Wilson, of Buffalo, performed the same 
office for Harry’s opponent. Prof. Reid stood by as 
referee : Sam Caldwell held a watch in his hand as 
time-keeper. The ring was surrounded by eager spec- 
tators, among whom could be recognized professional 
sports and gamblers, hotelmen, merchants, tradesmen 
and others whose tastes run in the direction of love 
tor prize fightiog. The advent of the detectives was 
as sudden as it was unexpected. Everybody made a 
break to get away. But the detectives were too lively 
for the principals; Hodgins collared Fulljames, while 
Cuddy seized Gilmore. The stampede of the specta- 
tors was terrific; they made the fastest time on rec- 
ord; some are supposed to be running yet. 

At 3:15 Gilmore pitched his castor in the ring. Full- 
james quickly followed and the pair stood in their re- 
spective corners tor their admirers 20 comment upon. 
Fulljames has probably never looked better, and gave 
evidence of having been trained toa nicety—to a con- 


| d.tion, in fact, that surprised bis own frieuds, Gilmore 
) was also in the pink of condition, but seemed a trifle 
| nervous, giving wistful glances around, as if to see 


that everything was all right. Fulljames presented a 
picture of reckless determination. On the referee 
giving the word they walked to the center of the ring, 
shook hands and immediately squared off. Fulljames 
was ina hurry and led. Giimore was cool and waited. 
A tap in the wind-bag from Ful‘james induced Gil- 
more tu put in one on the forehead. Fulljames vainly 
attempted toget away. Then be made a rush and 
some whirlwind fighting ensued, on the cessation of 
which honors seemed about even, although Fulljames 
had a slight swelling over his left eye. Some coun- 
tering followed,in which neither showed any desire 
either to get burt orto hurt. Fulljames’ kind inten- 
tions were mostly directed to the lower regions and 
several cries of foul were raised by the friends ot 
Harry, who maintained that he was being hit below 
tbe belt. Reteree Reid, however, disallowed three 
separate claims. Fulijames changed his tactics and 
began to fight off, enticing Gilmore to follow him, 
The latter was not a bit unwilling, but with great 
steadiness pursued his man until at last George, in re- 
sponse to encouragement from his sympathisers, 
closed in. A rough and tumble piece of business 
then took place, ending with both going down, Gil- 
more being the under dog. This ended the first round. 

Both came up with alacrity for the second bout. 
Each was flushed, but apparently more with excite- 
ment than with injury. Without any ado they rushed 
at each other, and fighting took place that reminded

| james saw blood on Gilmore's face and made a claim 


for first. This claim was allowed and the fighting 
proceeded. It was evidently Fulljames’ desire to keep 
his opponent at work, hoping to wind him and put in 
a finisher. Harry was not to be so easily disposed of. 
He stood up with the calmness ofa veteran. Waiting 
for the rushes, taking what was going, parrying and 
sending in occasional snoozers whenever he saw an 
opportunity. Fulljames continued to show an affec- 
tion tor his opponent’s body. “ At length Gilmore saw 
his opportunity. Fulljames sent in one that fell short. 
Tt would have been a driver if it had ever reached its 
destination, but as it didn’t and the recovery being a 
trifle slow, Gilmore gathére:] bimself together and 
caught his adversary a terrific blow under the ear that 
liftee him clean off his feet. First knock-down for 
Gilmore. As the men retired to their corners it was 
plain to be seen that so far Gilmore had the best of it. 
But it was to be a question of pluck and endurance, 
and in the old time Fulljames was noted tor having a 
large sbare of that bulldog tenacity supposed to pecu- 
liarly belong to his race.

The Merry Men who Decorate the 
Diamond Field--Their Sayings and 
Their Doings Frankly and 
Fairly Set Forth. 





M. J. KELLY, 


the effective right-fielder and change-catcher of the 
Chicago League Club, 1s a native of Paterson, N. J. 
Mr. Kelly is justly ranked among the most prominent 
protessional basedall players of the day. His first ex- 
perience in the beli-field was gained in 1877 while 
catching for the Olymyics of his native city. His first 
engagement as a professional was during the latter 
part of the above season, when he became a member 
of the Buckeye team, of Columbus, Ohio. catching to 
the pitching of James McCormick. His fine playing 
with the Buckeyes led to his engagement by the Cin- 
cinnatis as their right-fielder and change-catcher for 
the season of 1878. He continued that season and 1879 
witb that club, accompanying the Cincinnati-Buftalo 
team on their trip to California. At the commence- 
ment of 1880 he united his fortunes with the Chicago 
Club as their right-fielder and change-catchber, great)y 
strengthening that already strong cembinatior: of bat- 
ting and fielding talent. Mr. Kelly excels in batting, 
being a very hard hitter,and his averages each season 
show him to occupy an enviable position in the front 
rank. He opened the championship season of 1880 
auspiciously with a home-rnn bit, which enzbled the 
Chicagos to score the winning run in their game with 
the Cincinnatis. He bas but few equals in base-run- 
ning, being a very fast runner and taking desperate 
chances, as was proven in a game of 1879 between the 
Cincinnatis and Chicagos. He had madea two-base 


‘hit. and the ball was fielded to Quest at second base, 


the Chicagos claiming that he was out because he bad 
made the divergence usual on long hits. While eight 
of the Chicagos and the umpire were gatbered around 
second engaged in the discussion of the question, Mr.

J. W. Clark, of Scranton, Pa., wants to box any 
heavy weight in Pennsylvania 4 or 6 rounds, Queensbury rules, for 
4 purse. 


Martin Neary, better known as Fidcler, the well- 
known pugilist, had a run in with Billy Madden on Sept. 19. 
Neary threw beer glasses at the well-known manager, but Madden 
escaped unhurt. Neary was badly punished and arrested and re- 
ceived thirty days on Blackwell's Island to think over the mistake 
he made, } 


Alf. Greenfield will visit this country in December. 
He states that he will box any man in America 6 rounds for a di- 
vision of the gate moncy or a purse. One thing that can be said 
about the famous Birmingham pugilist while he sojourned in this 
ecuntry he made a host of friends, simply because he did not boast 
of his ability to whip all creation, and yet he met Sullivan and 
every pugilist that dare meet him. 


It is still an open question whether George La 
Blanche, the Marine, of Gloucester, Mass., can conquer Pete Mc- 
Coy, of this city, or whether thy latter can defeat the Marine in the 
magic circle. The rival middle weights have met three times in 
the ring, and neither has won. It is now plain that there is no 
prospect of either of these noted fistic champions conquering each 
other uuless there is no limit to the number of rounds. A contest 
of four, six or eight rounds will never settle the question. 


The Brooklyn sporting men who are eager to match 
Jack Dempsey against Dominick McCaffrey called at this office on 
Sept. 20 to ascertain if McCaffrey's backer had covered their $100 
deposit, posted to tind a match for $2,500. John Courtney was posi- 
tive that the forfeit had been covered, but when he was informed 
no money had been put up by McCaffrey’s backcrs he left with the 
Brooklyn alderman disgusted, but he agreed to leave the forfeit and 
the challenge open. If McCaffrey’s backers agree to match him 
against Jack Dempsey, and put up as much money as Dempsey's 
backer, a match will be arranged for a large stake, as two well- 
known sporting men of Brooklyn are ready to find a large amount 
of money for Dempsey. e 


The following letter has been received from Harry 
Maynard, of San Francisco : 

To the Sporting Editor : 

Sin: There has been a lot of capital made out of the so-called whip 
ping administered to mysclf and brother by Mr. Hallinan, of this 
city. Along account of it appeared in your issue of Aug. 15, also 
another on the 22d, stating that since Hallinan had whipped the 
Maynards the former’s business was on the increase. Now, sir. if 
Joe Petty & Co. had been admitted or received any credit for the 
part they played, J would have been silent on the affair and treated 
it with the contempt it deserved, but if they are to be shut out and 
Mr. Hallinan to receive the whole credit for knocking out myself 
and brother, and no one clse interfered, then who is to blame for 
the robbery of my diamond, worth $700 which was taken from me, 
and to make sure of 1t my necktie was taken as well. The 
police have failed to recover it. I have advertised 
a reward for the same, but up to the time of writing this [ am still 
without it.

My challenge met with no 
response and I do not know that it would be worth my while to 
issue another, for if 1 won I could make no reputation by defeating 
@ man that never had any to lose. Now, sir, ask you to publish 
this in justice to myself and [ ask you as an honorable sporting 
man if I was not badly treated. I was kicked, ill-used until I was 
bruises all over, and the worst feature of all, I was robbed. Agais 
asking you tu publish this letter so that the public may know both 
sides of the question.

There is every prospect of Joe Ellingsworth, the ama- 
t_ur middle-weight champion of America, and James H. Robinson, 
the amateur middle-weight champion of New York, being matched 
to engage in a fistic encounter. The following challenge has been 
received at the Ponice Gazette office from Robinson. 

New York, Sept. 18, 1885. 
To the Sporting Editor of the Pouice GazettE: 

Dean Sin—Learning that Joseph Ellingsworth, ‘‘amateur mid- 
dle-weight champion of America,” is anxious to arrange a match 
to box Jack Dempsey, I woul! like you to state in the Pouice 
Gazette that Ellingsworth had better meet and defeat me before 
he turns professional. I claim when we met in our contest at Tam- 
many Hall, New York, to box for the championship ot America, 
that he could not and did not defeat me. I hereby challenge 
Ellingsworth to mect and box me a limited number of rounds, or to 
a finis, for a handsome trophy and the championship of America. 
If Ellingsworth means busincss, as Ido myself, let him come for: 
ward, und a match can easily be arranged. 

James H. Ronineon, 
Amateur Middle-weight Champion of New York State. 

After the above was received Elllingsworth was notified and in 
reply sent the following: 

New Yorx, Sept. 18, 1885. 
Tu the Sporting Editor of the Pouick Gazette: 

Six—In reply to the challenge of James H. Robinson please 
state that I fought and beat him at the annual boxing champion: 
ship of America, given by the New York Athletic Club in Tam- 
many Hall last spring, and received the decision of some of the 
best judges in the world. I also wish to state that I will fight him 
four, six, eight rounds, or to a finish for a valuable trophy. and 
will meet him at any time at the Potice Gazgerrs office to arrange 
amatch. IT hope this will stop all talk. Josgru ELLINGsWwoRTH. 

Ifa match is arranged between these two famous boxers, it will 
cFeate quite u sensation in prize ring circles. Both are well 
kuown and members of athletic clubs, the members of which will 
back them heavily. Robinson‘s friends are confident that he can 
defeat Ellingsworth, while the backers and admirers of the latter 
are ready to put up a $1,000 trophy on the result. 


The topic in sporting circles is the $1,000 stakes 
held by Richard K. Fox in the recent glove contest fought at 
Troutburg, N. Y. on Aug. 24. On Sept. 16 dispatches were re- 
ceived from sporting men in Buffalo at the Potice Gazette office 
asking for Richard K. Fox to officially announce who shall receive 
the stakes. Since the Buffalo delegation arrived in this city with 
affidavits claiming that the referee gave the contest to Baker, and 
then later decided that Slattery won. Mauy communications have 
been received by the stakeholder which are just as much to be be- 
Heved as the statements from Buffalo. Coroner Daniel A. Sharp 
denies ever giving any decision in favor of Baker. Further, he states 
that the only decision he gave was the official written one he for- 
warded to Richard K. Fox. Numerous sporting men in Rochester 
claim that Slattery won, and urge that the $1,000 should be paid to 
Slattery. Richard K. Fox, after caking all the affidavits into con- 
, sideration, and listening to the claims and protests, said he would 
take two wecks toinquire fully into the matter, and then he would 
decide according to the rules governing the question. The New 
York Sun published the following anent the affair : 

Sporting circles in Buffalo and Rochester have been greatly ex 
cited over the results of the hard-glove contest which was fought 
on Aug. 24, on acamp-meeting ground at Troutburg, Monroe Co, 
The mstch was for $300 a side, and, while,the sports took some in 
terest in it at the time the pugilists were training, they did not 
become overexcited, because it was feared that the affair would 
prove a fizzle. The Buffalo men had rather the worst of the pre- 
liminaries, and the only point carried by them was a concession 
that the final stakeholder should be Richard K. Fox, of the Police 
Gazette. The referee selected was Daniel A. Sharpe, the Coroner 
of Monroe county and a candidate for the office of Sheriff. Mr 
Sharpe promised to be fair to all concerned, and it cannot be dis- 
puted that he tried hard to carry out his promise, for he rendered 
decisions favorable to both sides. The fight was only brought toa 
focus after u great deal of trouble. The principals were arrested 
early in the morning, just before the fight, and were locked up in 
jailat Albion. They were bailed out at noon, and theu took steam- 
era from Oak Orchard to Troutburg, on Lake Ontario. About 300 
sports then ssw one of the bloodiest battles ever fought ia the 
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western part of the State, although the men did not show the se- 
vere punishment which they gave each other. 

At the end of the fifth round it was insisted that Baker had 
committed a foul, and Slattery’s friends carried him from tle ring. 
Baker responded to the call of time for the sixth round, and the 
fight was then awarded to him by the referee. Slattery's friends, 
on the contrary, claim that the Coroner awarded it to him. Later 
Mr. Sharpe formally decided in favor of Slattery. The Buffalo 
men did not know, they say, of the later decision until several 
hours after they had left the battle ground. They immediately 
telegraphed a protest to Mr. Fox. W.E. Harding, who acted for 
Mr. Fox, declincd to do anything until the latter returned from 
Europe. He said, however. that the stakes would be paid over 
only on the written report of the referee. The referee decided that 
Slattery won because Baker had struck the latter two foul blows 
while Slattery was on the ropes in a helpless condition. This de- 
cision was expected by the Buffalo party, and ex Gas Inspector 
Henry Healey and Edward Mullen, Baker's backers, came to this 
city with « Joad of affidavits and protests.» The affidavits were 
signed by a former alderman of Buffalo, a brother of a former 
superintendent of police, a clerk in the City Hall and other sport- 
ing men, who swore that they heard Coroner Sharpe decide the 
‘‘contest,'' as they called it, in favor of Baker. The reason why 
it is called a contest is because Baker and Slattery are under 
bonds for trial for fighting, having been arrested on that charge at 
the instance & District Attorney faylor, of Monroe county. Coro- 
ner Sharpe himself was placed under bonds. ‘‘Prof.’’ Hess, an- 
other pugilist, who seconded Baker, and Herman Burkhardt, a 
wealthy young man, who was Baker's time-keeper, were also ar- 
rested. The Professor was taken to Rochester. The sports there 
gave bail for him and procured him a situation in a brewery. 
Other warrants are still unsettled. It will be seen, then, that the 
geutlemen who make the affidavits are very carefy to disabuse the 
official minds of the fact that there was a fight. 

One of the aMfidavits is substantially as follows : 

Mr. Mullen asked the referee who won the contest. Coroner 
Sharpe said to the witness, ‘‘Baker won, of course." When time 
was called for the sixth round, Slattery left the ring, and Sharpe 
walked over to Baker, who advanced tothe center of the ring ready 
to go on with the contest. Coroner Sharpe put bis hand on Baker's 
shoulder and said: ‘“‘Baker, you are tbe winner.” Sharpe after- 
ward stepped out of the ring, and the deponent, who was near him 
until he left the grounds. did not hear him render any contrary de-. 
cision. Sharpe said to one of the Buffalo men, who asked him for 
the correct decision: ‘*D—— it, I have given my decision in favor 
of Baker.’’ 

Another affidavit describes how it is alleged that the Coroner re- 
versed his decision : 

It was then five hours after we had heard the referee. Mr. Sharpe, 
decide in fuvor of Baker. The referee entered Jack Turner's sa- 
loon in an apparently intoxicated condition, called for a piece of 
paper, and wrote something on it to the effect that Slattery had 
won. We then said toSharpe: ‘‘Why, you decided in favor of 
Baker at the grounds.” Sharpe staggered against the bar and said 
to the deponents: ‘‘We won the fight."’ He was then asked: 
‘Who?’ Hereplied: ‘‘Slattery, of course.” Turner was Slat- 
tery’s second. 

Mr. Fox, after listening to the various accounts of the dispute 
which were told him, said that the men would have to fight over 
again or he would refund their money. The Baker men were satis- 
fied with this proposition, and the following letter was sent to the 
other man: 


“New York, Sept. 16. 
** Patrick Slattery, Rochester, N. Y.: 


‘‘Deae Sir: Since your contest with Baker I have received two 
decisions—one claiming that you won, and another that Coroner 
Sharpe had decided Baker to be the winner. Now, under these 
circumstances, I think you had better again meet in the ‘‘magic 
circle’ and settle the question for the $1,000. Unless you do so, I 
shall, under the conflicting decisions, return you each your $500. 
If you meet again I will appoint a referee. W. E. Harpine. 

In reply to the above the following dispatch Was received at this 
office : 

‘“‘RocHESTER, N. Y., Sept. 17. 

“Patrick Slattery insists that stakes be paid to him after which 
he will arrange another match for $500 a side. J. MULLEN.” 

Richard K. Fox decided to award the stakes to Slattery, as he had 
only received one decision fr». the referee, which was written and 
official, and it has since been in Jorsed by the latter. The follow- 
ing communication was forwarded to the temporary stakcholder at 
Rochester, N. Y., on Sept. 20: 

“Your letter of Sept. 10 received. In reply I would state that I 
have, after consulting the best authorities on the question in 
dispute, concluded to pay the stakes to Mr. Slattery, after he pro- 
cures some one to file a bond indemnifying me against any lawsuit 
should the backers of Baker sue for their share of the stakes. Un. 
leas Mr. Slattery gives me good security, I shall return each party 
his $500. It is my policy to do what is fair to all parties in matches 
of this nature, no matter what is the risk or the criticism result- 
ing from such action. 
have taken, for which accept my thanks, I am, yours truly, 
“Ricuarp K. Fox." 

All the leading sporting authorities have been consulted on the 
question. Here is Wm. B. Curtis’, of the Spirit of the Times, 
opinion : 

“Ido not know under what rules these men were fighting, but 
in all rules of which I have knowledge, the stakeholder gives up 
the money in accordance with the written decision of the referee, 
But the referee has no power to change his decision after he has 
once made it. and must, if an honest man, give in writing to the 


‘stakeholder, the same decision that he made in the ring. The 


parties claim the referee made first decision in favor of Baker, 
and referee denies it. I should believe referee unless convincing 
proof was presented. In deciding such a wrangle I should also 
take into consideration the character and credibility of the wit- 
nesses and the interest each of them might have in lying. As 
much as I know and have heard of this caseI should (if parties 
will not agree to draw stakes or fight again) make Slattery’s 
backer give you a satisfactory bond or security against loss by 
suit of law, and then pay stakes to Slattery. Ws. B. Curtis."’ 

Al. Smith was found at the Gilsey House. He has stood referce 
in many important fights and is well posted on the duty of stake 
holders. Smith said: 


“If the referee furnished Richard K. Fox a written decision that 
Slattery was the winner, Mr. Fox's duty was to hand over the 
money. If Sharpe decided Baker won in the ring, and had notified 
the stakeholder of that fact, it would change the aspect of affairs, 
but as he failed to do so all Mr. Fox can dois c hand over the 
money on the official decision, at least that is the action I should 
take.” 

Joe Coburn said: ‘‘That Coroner Sharpe must have been a curi- 
ous referee if he decided Baker the winner and then reversed his 
decision. His first decision stood, but as he did not notify Richard 
K. Fox that Baker won, but sent in his decision that Slattery was 
the winner, all Richard K. Fox can do is to follow the referee's de: 
cisjon he received. There is no going back ona referee's efficial 
decision.’* 

E. F. Mallahan, who is well posted on prize ring matters, claims 
that Coroner D. A. Sharpe could not reverse his decision; that if 
he declared Baker the winner, that the latter was entitled to the 
stakes. : 

Mallahan is correct, but the referee did not inform the stake- 
holder that Baker won, but furnished a written decision that Slat. 
tery won. 

Mark Maguire, one of the oldest authorities on prize ring mat- 
ters, when asked who should receive the stakes im the Baker and 
Slattery contest, said: ‘Richard K. Fox car only go by the 
referee's official decisiou."’ 

Matt. Malone, the well-known sporting man, says: ‘‘All the 
stakeholder can do is to pay over the money to the man the referee 
dnformed him was the winner.” 

James Dunn, the retired champion pugilist, says: ‘The only 
course a stakeholder can pursue when a prize or stake is to be 
fought for is to pay over the stakes to the party the referee notifies 
him in writing ia the winner.” 

Alderman McMullen, of Philadelphia, says: ‘While a decision 
given by the referee in a prize ring encounter $s final it amounts to 
nothing unless the stakeholder is officially notified of the nature of 
said decision. If the referee decides at the ring side one man won 
and then denies that he done so but furnished the stakeholder with 
an official written decision all the stakeholder can do is to pay over 
the money to the party the referee officially declares the winner, 
therefore the rules in the glove contest between Slattery and Baker 
is the official one furnished by the referee.” 

Billy Edwards was found at the Hoffman House. He claims that 
the referee’s decision furnished to the stakeholder is the one that 
controls the stakes.

The Puritan’s great victory over the Genesta in the 
two international yacht races has created so much interest and en- 
thusiasm that I have decided to give a short history of the Amer 
ica’s cup and the contests for it since it was irst won. 

e*e 

The cup won by the American yacht America in 1851, 
in the international race at Cowes, Isie of Wight, was the One 
Hundred Guinea Cup of the [5-21 Yacht Squadron, but since the 
race it has been known as the America’s Cup. 

 ** 

It is elaborately ornamented, stands 2 feet high and 
weighs at least 100 ounces. Around its broadest parts are medal- 
lions, variously inscribed. 

es # 

The first inscription is as follows: “One Hundred 
Guinea Cup, won August 22, 1851, at Cowes, Eng., by yacht 
America, at the Royal Yacht Squadron regatta, open toall nations, 
beating,” and then follows the names of all the vessels which 
started in the race of 1851. 

e*s 

On the next medallion is engraved “Schooner Amer- 
ica, 170 tons, Commodore John C. Stevens; built by George Steers, 
New York, 1851." On the other apaces are iascriptions recording 
the results of the races with the schooners Cambria, Livonia and 
Countess of Dufferin and the sloop Atalanta. 

e+*x 

In May, 1870, three match races were sailed in Eng- 
land by the Sappho and Cambria. They were all won by the New 
York yacht. 

e*e 

The Cambria and Dauntless raced across the Atlan- 
tic, starting from Cork, July 4, 1870. The Cambria beat the 
Dauntless to the Hook by 2 hours. Their passages were as follows : 
Cambria, 23 days 5 hours; Dauntless, 23 days 7 hours. 

a*e 

The first race for the America’s cup in this country 
was sailed on Aug. 8, 1870, in consequence of the Cambria's chal- 
lenge. It was sailed over the New York Yacht Club course, and 
twenty-four schooners started azainst the Cambria. The Magic 
came in first, and the Cambria the tenth vessel. 

a *a 

The second attempt to carry off the America’s cup was 
made in 1871 by Mr. Ashbury with the schooner Livonia. A series 
of matches were made und sailed in October by the Livonia against 
the schooners Columbia and Sappho. The Livonia won one race 
out of the five, and returned to England, her owner, Mr. Ashbury, 
being much discomfited. 

#*e 

The third attempt was made by ambitious Canadian 
yachtsmen with the schooner Countess of Dufferin in 1876. The 
custodians of the cup pitted the schooner Madeline against her in a 
series of races—the best two out of three. They were sailed in 
August. and the second race decided it, to the disgust of the chal- 
lengers. who immediately ‘‘folded their tents and silently stole 
away.” 

«*@ 

A fourth attempt was made by a provincial yacht 
club with the sloop Atalanta. The sloop Mischief was sailed in 
November, 1881, against her in a series of matches. These races 
were farcical affairs, for the challenger never had the ghost of a 
chance to win, so inferior was the Atalanta, in all that makes a 
yacht, to the Mischief. 

a *% 

The second race settled this attempt, which annoyed 
greatly the custodians of the trophy. It was now becoming monoton- 
ous to defend the trophy against everything and anything in the 
shape of floating craft, and so the cup was returned by the New 
York Yacht Club to the surviving donor. 

a *% 

It was offered again to the New York Yacht Club 
under a new deed of gift, made in accordance with the progress of 
the age and with strict reference to its character asa *‘challenge 
cup for friendly competition between foreign countries.” 

a ** 

Under the new conditions the New York Yacht Club 
accepted the guardianship of the trophy in January, 1882, and the 
challenge of the Genesta last December is the first attempt under 
the present deed of gift to gain possession of atrophy which is 
emblematic of supremacy in the most noble of all sports.

It has been bravely defended during the thirty-four 
years it has been with us.

The last was the most skillful attempt ever made to 
wrest it from us, and after years of national decadence iu nautical 
matters.

Being a muscu- 
lar fellow, standing 5 feet 104 inches in height, and scaling 11 
stone, he was just the model of a man to do business.

He won several events in 1881, and in 1882 secured 
the 20and 25 miles championship of the world. The following 
year wasa memorable one. He challenged Howell for a 25 miles 
match for £50, on May 26, and being delivered at the mark in the 
pink of condition, he succeeded in lowering the demon’s colors by 
5S yards. On June9 Wood again met Howell in the 20 miles cham- 
Pionship race on the Belgrave Road Grounds, and won the £50 
belt, which Howell had only to win upon this occasion to secure 
absolute possession. Time of race, 1 hour 6 minutes 46 seconds.

Starting for France on the following Sunday, Wood, 
on June 17, won the Grand International Race at Bordeaux (dis- 
tance, 16 miles), and on June 25, at Agen, France, he ran second 
for the Course du Ford, and on the same day won the Grand Course 
@’Honneur (distance, 1,500 yards). Returning to England. the 
champion followed up his success by winning the 10 miles cham- 
pionship of the world, atthe Aylestone Grounds. on July 7, and on 
July 14, the 20 miles championship on thé Belgrave Grounds, for 
the second time. In this last contest Woo exhibited extraordinary 


Spurting powers, and rode the last lap (quarter of a mile) in 36 
seconds.
